A lire alarm was turned in from box 5, 
over in East Los Angeles last evening 
about half past seven. 
The building 
owned by the East Side W ater Com­ 
pany, and used as an engine house., situ­ 
ated back of the County Hospital, near 
the Mission road, was burned to the 
ground. The engine which does service 
for East Los Angeles, No. 1, was taken 
to the spot, but the fire was too com­ 
pletely under way to be stopped until 
the woodwork of the huiiding was con­ 
sumed. The machinery was plentifully 
deluged with water and was not entirely 
ruined by the heat. The building was 
valued at about six or seven hundred 
dollars, an am ount which will cover 
most 
of 
the 
loss. 
A 
number 
of improvements had recently been made 
in the building and the 
machinery. 
There was no insurance. 
I luring the fire a serious accident hap­ 
pened to one of the firemen, named Jerry 
Murphy. There were several “ carboys’* 
large iron oil tanks in and near the 
building. 
Murphy Mas endeavoring to 
move one of these when another one ex­ 
ploded by reason of the gas generated by 
the heat, and a heavy piece of iron 
struck M urphy, knocking him down aud 
cutting his leg with a deep gash and 
breaking the small hones of his left hand. 
He was taken to the County Hospital, 
where he will be compelled to remain for 
some time. 
At about 10 o’clock the bell on the hill 
struck several different numbers for the 
burning of a small grocery store on Third 
street near Mateo, belonging to M. E. 
Agen. 
Both Mr. and Mrs. Agen were 
away from home at the time of the fire, 
and the first that was known of its occur­ 
rence was when it broke out through the 
roof. The entire dwelling and its contents 
were burned. 
There was but a small 
amount of insurance on both, and the loss 
was estimated at about $2,500. 
A small fire occurred yesterday after­ 
noon at 741 Main street, between Nth and 
9th. 
A student lamp took fire and 
blazed m errily for a few minutes. 
A 
telephone alarm was wired in and the 
Fire D epartm ent put in an appearance 
but the fire was extinguished without 
their assistance.

The Change of Time on the 
A. & P. Declared Off. 


THE 8T. l o c is k o a d o b je c t s 


The Southern Pacific Will, How­ 
ever, Change the Time 
of No. 20. 


The change oi time-card on the Atlantic 
and Pacific road that was announced for 
to-morrow is not to be. By it a daylight 
service in and out of California was to 
be established, and General Manager 
Dan McCool, in his anxiety to accommo­ 
date the residents of Southern California 
and add to the popularity of his line, 
worked hard during his recent Eastern 
visit to achieve the desired result. 
As stated before in these columns, 
however, the St. Louis and San 
Francisco Company, who have equal 
rights with the Santa Fe over the A. & P. 
object to the change, saying that it is det­ 
rimental to their interests, though in 
what manner cannot be ascertained. 
Though the matter is therefore thrown 
aside for the present it is not abandoned, 
and a conference was yesterday held in 
the East between Mr. Robinson of the 
Santa Fe and Mr. Morrill of the St. 
Louis line, in the hope of making 
some arrangement regarding the matter. 
To accommodate the proposed change 
which would be necessarily made in the 
arrival of the A.& P. trains at Mojave,the 
S. P. have announced that their western 
bound overland will, on and after to-mor­ 
row, leave this city at 10:30 p.m., instead 
of at 9 -30 p. m. as at present. Although 
the A. & P. change is not to happen at 
present it is not deemed probable that 
the 8. P. will change their schedule back 
again. 
'Annther Competitor. 
The Chicago and Rock Island graders 
will be into Colorado Springs inside of 
thirty days, thus giving that line a 
through route from Denver to Chicago. 
This also makes five roads into Kansas 
City, and travelers to and from this city 
will hail with delight the opening up of 
of a new competitive route.

electing as presiding officer of the Senate 
a man whose every official act might be 
a conflict between the duty to his coun­ 
try and his interests in a foreign corpora­ 
tion which would be the only obstacle in 
the way of a successful policy of retalia­ 
tion, should it be necessary to protect 
the interests of the United States. The 
speaker closed with an eloquent contrast 
of the candidates and principles of the 
two parties. 
Mr. Ryan was followed by Maj. G. W. 
Arbuckle, who, by request, before be­ 
ginning his speech sang his inimitable 
Chinese song, “ Hallison Belly Good 
M an,” which of course brought down 
the house. 
Major Arbuckle then turned 
his batteries on the Republican party 
and showed the “ Italian hand” of the 
great corporations in shaping the nomi­ 
nations of that party and that its legisla­ 
tion has ever been in the interest of the 
monev power. 
He made a clever pre­ 
sentation of the tariff question and proved 
from the record that the President and 
the Democratic party has been the true 
friend of the soldier. 
The speaker made 
an eloquent and stirring address and his 
droll hits and witticisms at the expense 
of “ his friends the enem y” were ap­ 
plauded to the echo. Campaign litera­ 
ture was eagerly sought after and sup­ 
plied, and the meeting closed with three 
cheers for candidates and speakers. 
The Democrats of Long Beach are on 
the war path and claim that they will 
carry the town.

THE GUNN CASE. 


D ism issed By J u d g e K in g A fter In ­ 
v e stig a tio n . 
The case of Mrs. H . T. Gunn, who was 
accused of grand larceny, came up for ex­ 
amination before Justice King yesterday, 
and was dismissed. 
Mrs. Gunn is a 
pleasant, good looking lady, residing iu 
San Diego. On the 13th of this month 
her husband, H . T. Gunn, swore out a 
complaint in Justice King’s court, charg­ 
ing her with having stolen $500 from him. 
H er story as told in court yesterday makes 
her husband and his complaint appear in 
a rather absurd light. She says that she 
had a note for $750 against someone in 
San Diego. She promised to pay him 
$500 of the money that she had collected 
on this note although he had no legal 
claim upon it. He had been treating her 
ill for some tim e, and at last she brought 
suit for divorce, which was granted in 
San Diego on the 26th. 8he then refused 
to pay over the money, and he swore out 
the w arrant for her arrest. 
The Judge 
decided th at as the whole affair took 
place in San Diego county it did not come 
within the jurisdiction of his court. 
There is a w arrant out for the arrest 
of H. T. Gunn on the charge of assault to 
murder, sworn to by Mrs. Gunn. 


FIRST STREET PAYING. 


W hy th e m a tter H a i B een D elayed 
*o L ong. 
A short time since the G i'y Council let 
the contract for the paving of First street, 
and as nothing in th e shape of work has 
been done, some of those interested in 
the mattei have been enquiring as to the 
reason. The m atter rests at present in 
the hands of Mayor Workman, who has 
the difficult task before him of deciding 
who is entitled to the contract. 
It ap­ 
pears th at the council let the contract to 
the lowest bidder, at 33 cents per foot. 
Under the provisions of the Vrooman Act, 
the 
property owners have a certain 
time in which to take the work themselves 
and sublet it to a contractor. This was 
done and the property owners let the 
work at 30 cents a foot. 
Mayor \ybrle­ 
mán fixed the amount of the bonds tor 
this contractor and they were signed, 
and General Baldwin, the Street Super­ 
intendent in whose hands the concluding 


arrangements were placed, found that 
the bond was illegal. The first con­ 
trae'or then appeared and claimed that 
as the bonds of the other contractor are 
illegal, he should be awarded the con 
tract. The matter was subm itted to the 
Mayor in this shape and he states that 
he has given it to his lawyer to decide 
which contractor is entitled to do the 
work. 
Mayor Workman states that he 
will not delay the m atter longer than he 
can help, but he desires to be sure he is 
right before he goes ahead. 


MR. LAMBIE ON T H E CHARTER 


H e Object* to F eatures In th e E n g i­ 
n eer's D ep artm en t. 
E ditors H e r a ld— On the subject of 
the new City Charter I wish to call your 
attention to the provision relating to the 
City Engineer’s departm ent, which it 
seems to me is unwisely framed. 1 think 
the Board of Freeholders would have 
shown 
better 
judgement 
if 
they 
had consulted men of experience in this 
branch of the business and gotten some 
points of which they 
seem entirely 
to have been ignorant. 
The duty of the City Engineer seems 
to have been defined so as to make him 
the vehicle for all surveys, both public 
and private in the whole city. This will 
be the result if this charter is adopted. 
All other engineers in the city will have 
closed their doors when the Council has 
the right to direct the City Engineer 
to make surveys for private parties, and 
have the proceeds go into the City 
Treasury. Of course no person is going 
to have another engineer to do bis work 
when he has the right to dem and that 
the work be done and certified to. 
The 
City Engineer is a bonded officer, and 
everybody will want his certificate as to 
the correctness of the work done in pref­ 
erence to that of an outside engineer 
when he can dem and it for the same 
price he would pay elsewhere. Now this 
is all wrong and em anates from a very 
narrow point of view. 
The engineering departm ent of this 
city is already a large institution as will 
be testified to by those who have busi­ 
ness transactions with it. 
During this 
year there has been 110 time when I 
could reduce my force below half a dozen 
field parties, who are constantly on the 
jum p to supply points and keep up with 
tiie dem ands of the time as shown 
through the Council orders. Now all 
this costs about $3,000 per m onth for 
wages. This comes out of the City Treas­ 
ury, when in fact about 75 per cent, of 
it should be borne by the property own­ 
ers, at whose instigation the work is or­ 
dered by the Council, such as making 
surveys and establishing grades for new 
streets. The only way in which the city 
i eco vers any of this money is through 
the Vrooman act. W hen the assessment 
is made out by the Superintendent of 
Streets it contains the items of expenses 
of this departm ent in laying out the work. 
Now the reform that I would have sug­ 
gested is this. 
To pay the City Engineer 
a sufficient salary to secure a good man 
—and his services are well worth $500.00 
per m onth, and in the end he will save 
the city many thousands per year. 
I 
should not object to the clause requiring 
him to devote his entire time to the city’s 
service when that is interpreted as mean­ 
ing his daily service, but I do most ear­ 
nestly protest against an apparent slap at 
an honorable profession, when the defini­ 
tion of duty specifies that the City E n­ 
gineer shall receive no fee from any cor­ 
poration or individual other than the 
city during his term of office. I think 
tbut all fair minded men will adm it that 
any m an who has acquired the confi­ 
dence of others by professional experi­ 
ence, has the right to profit by that ex­ 
perience of judgm ent which others less 
informed may seek and be willing to pay 
for. 
Yet under the definition of his 
duties in this instance the City E n­ 
gineer would he debarred from giving 
advice for pay, and be forced to rely on 
his very moderate salary for his living, if 
he was not so fortunate qb to be able to 
work for glory; and when men .have ac­ 
quired the experience necessary to till 
such a position as it should be filled, 
they have generally reached an age when 
they are not satisfied with that kind of 
pay. 
But as I indicated before, the 
worst feature of this is th at it m akes the 
city the monopolizer of all surveying, in­ 
stead of confining it to legitimate city 
work. All surveys and profiles for streets 
that are being opened and graded by 
property owners for their own advantage 
should be paid for by them at the actual 
coat to the city, and the estimated ex-

pense deposited in the city treasury be­ 
fore the work is done. This would in­ 
sure the prompt execution of the work 
as the cost would not come out of the city 
and the engineer would be justified in 
employing as m any men as necessary to 
do the work promptly.

Ithaca, N. Y., September 21.—The 
Republicans here are greatly astonished 
over the following letter from Roscoe 
Conkling to Peter B. Crandall, of this 
city, ex-Provost Marshal of Oneida coun­ 
ty, published in the Ithaca Democrat last 
evening, together with a long interview 
with Mr. Crandall.

You will uot, I think, find 
fault with the self-command of your represent­ 
ative, who is called upon, without a m om ent’s 
warning, in the presence of the nation, to an­ 
swer such a libel.

Mr Blaine is said to be too near the 
business of recruiting at Augusta, Me., where 
he lives, and where there waa another Had­ 
dock aifeir in crime, but not In conviction and 
punishment. 
He has grown suddenly rich, it 
is said, out of Government jobs 
His brother 
was convicted of forgery and was sent to the 
State prison, I am told, and, all around, yon 
will see, there Is a very strong flavor about the 
whole thing. 
If where vou and I are known 
any ono can be found to believe the foul im pu­ 
tation put upon us, we have lived in vain 
How is this* Your friend, 
ROSCOl CoNKMNG. 
Peter B. Crandall, Babcock 
H ill, Oneida 
couuty, New York. 
TIIE DUTY OF CONKLING’S FRIENDS. 
Mr. Crandall is eighty years old. 
Ho 
has 
been 
prominent in State and 
National politics for many years, and 
was always one of Conkling’s m ostde 
voted friends. 
In an interview w ith s 
reporter Mr. Crandall said: 
“ I want simply to make a statem ent 
for the benefit of the friends of Mr. 
Conkling. 
He 
was 
a statesm an, a 
patriot and an honest m an. 
Through 
Hr. Blaine’s intrigues and machinations 
fie was forced from public life. 
It is now 
the duty of every one of Conklinu’s 
friends to repay that treachery by help­ 
ing to silence forever th at scheming and 
dishonest politician. 
“ I knew Mr. Conkling all his life and 
corresponded with him for m any years. 
AH of his later letters show his intense 
uffering on account of the way in which 
Blaine calumniated him . 


DEVOTED TO COUNTRY. 
His last letter was written a few days 
before his death, aud in that he still ex­ 
pressed au interest in public affairs. 
Among other things he said : 
“ ‘As you well know, my devotion to 
my country is more than strong. I 
would like to be aware of anything dan­ 
gerous to the country or State of New 
York, hopeless as might be the prospect 
of ever being able to attem pt anything 
which would not meet with reprobation 
and m isunderstanding.’ 
“ When I was Provost M arshal of One­ 
ida county, great frauds were unearthed 
by Conkling, and traced to Washington. 
Conkling attem pted to introduce a bill 
abolishing the 
Provost 
M arshalship. 
Frye and Blaine opposed it, as they 
wanted the office to become a part of the 
War Departm ent. Frye sent a letter to 
Congress, and Blaine caused it to be 
read, charging Conkling with protecting 
his own district from exposure in the 
frauds. 
A SCRAP OF HISTORY. 
“ Conkling arose, dem anded an invest­ 
igation, and turned on Frye and Blaine, 
charging th at out of 800,000 men to whom 
bounties were paid scarcely 200,000 ever 
went into the service and that somebody 
stole the money. The committees ap- 
>ointed exonerated Conkling, but the 
'rye investigation found too big a job on 
its hands, and so m any persons were im­ 
plicated that the m atter was finally 
dropped. 
I have all the papers in the 
m atter, as Conkling told me to keep 
them. 
“ Mr. Hotchkiss, attorney for the com­ 
mittee, said : ‘If we should attem pt (o get 
back this stolen money by spreading 
their transactions over the country the 
Administration 
would 
not 
last 
six 
m onths.’ 
“ Conkling said he had a letter from 
Augusta, Me., Blaine’s home, charging 
Blaine with making $40,000 in a single 
day out of frauds. 
About a m onth after 
this I received the letter which I now 
give to the public. 
AN OBLIGATION REMOVED. 
W hen Mr. Blaine has been pushed to 
the very front of his party as arbitrator 
and dictator, and lias reached and holds 
that position by treachery, it removes 
the obligation of secrecy. The friends of 
Mr. Conkling, now th a t he is dead, have 
the right to be heard on all m atters relat­ 
ing to Blaine’s integrity. 
The friends of 
Conkling cannot vote for Harrison this 
fall if they are 
true 
to Conkling’s 
memory. 
“ Blaine is the Republican party, and 
if it had not been for him Garfield would 
have been alive and Conkling still in 
politics. I will not vote for Harrison 
this fall. I have always been a Repub­ 
lican, but when th a t party goes in for 
plunder I leave it. 
The Republican 
party seems to have but one purpose, and 
th at is to aid the capitalist and bond­ 
holder to squander the public funds and 
build up mammoth corporations. 
“ I’m too old to ask or expect anything 
from a political party, and all I wish is 
to leave the world better than I found i t ; 
but when I think th a t if Harrison be 
elected this fall Blaine will be at the 
helm of the Government, I cannot die 
contented, but feel like going to every 
friend of Mr. Conkling and telling him 
what I know 
personally 
about the 
shameful way he was treated by Blaine, 
and thereby remove from my heart the 
secrecy of á subject which has been a 
painiul one to me.” 
The leading Democrats here say this 
letter and interview will increase the 
Democratic vote in this section several 
thousand.—[San Francisco Examiner.

Their clothes and food are fur­ 
nished them by the company stores, 
whose prices are from twenty to twenty- 
five per cent, higher than the prices 
charged by the country merchant. Theii 
coal is weighed by the paymaster, and 
short weights and heavy fines keep down 
the compensation. The story has been 
told in all its harrowing details, and no 
adequate answer has been made. 
If any one can point to any commu 
nity where labor is worse paid than ir 
the Keystone State, he will be one who 
has traveled far. Yet the industries of 
Pennsylvania are the beneficiaries of the 
protective tariff above all others in the 
Nation.

C h i c a g o , September 28.—One of the 
most sensational features of the day hap- 
l>ened after the close of the Board of 
Trade, when Abel II. Blies, of the firm 
of A. H . Bliss & Co., one of the substan­ 
tial commission firms of the city, notified 
the Corn Exchange Bank that he wonld 
at once withdraw his patronage and de­ 
posits. Charles I. Hutchinson, the Presi­ 
dent of the bank, who is also President 
of the Board of Trade and is a son of 
“ Old H utch,” immediately sent for Mr. 
Bliss and asked w hat was the m atter. 
In reply Bliss said : 
“ Any man who runs a corner on the 
market and squeezes the life and blood 
out of the trade, is no hotter than a thief. 
Your father, who owns 51 per cent, of 
this bank, built just such a corner, and 
I do not consider my money safe in the 
hands of a thief; therefore I withdraw 
my patronage.” 
. Bliss denied that he was a loser by 
the corner. 
“ I am not the onlv one,” 
added 
Bliss, “ who has withdrawn from the 
bank because of the old m an’s un­ 
principled actions. 
I know of at least 
three who have pulled out within the 
past week.” 
Bliss declined to state what his pat­ 
ronage am ounted to, but a confidential

— Post­ 
master-General Dickinson, assisted by 
Mr. W. L. Bancroft, General Superin­ 
tendent of the Railway Mail Service, has 
just completed arrangem ents by which a 
new fast mail train will be established 
between Chicago and New York, com­ 
mencing on the 30th instant. This train 
will be known as the “ New York and 
Chicago fast mail East.” 
It is scheduled 
as follows: 
Leave Chicago 8 :30 a . m . j 
arrive Buffalo 11:45 p. m. ; Albany about 
7 a . m. ; Boston about 3 p . m., reaching 
New York at 12:30 p. m ., being about 
twenty-seven hours 
in 
transit from 
Chicago to New York. 
This is the most 
im portant im provement, it is claimed, 
that has yet been made in east-bound 
mail facilities, between the great North­ 
west and Pacific Coast, and the East, in 
the history of the service. 
At Chicago direct connections will be 
received from the east-bound fast mail 
trains from San Francisco, via Omaha, 
and Portland, Ore., via St. Paul, thus 
constituting a faBt mail service from the 
Pacific Coast to the Atlantic seaboard, 
resulting in the saving of one business 
day for correspondence from the Pacific 
Coast States for all points in the East. 
By the present schedule, the arrival at 
Boston is too late for mail to be available 
until the next day, either for local deliv­ 
ery or connections from the extreme 
East.

will

day of mails for all of the New England 
country west of Boston, and delivery at 
Portland, Me., in the morning at 5:20 
o’clock, instead of 6 p. m., as at present.

Tbe Blind Boss Blamed With Break­ 
ing Baliot Boxes and Bring­ 
ing on Bloodshed.

8 a n F r a n c i s c o , September 2 8 -—The 
Executive Committc of the Republican 
State Central Committee m et this after­ 
noon and adopted resolutions expressing 
the sentiments of the State Central Com 
mittee of the Republican party, on the 
scenes that transpired yesterday at the 
prim ary elections, and last night when 
the votes w’ere being counted at County 
Committee headquarters.

W IRE WAIFS. 


Telegraphic D ispatches Condensed 
for B usy Headers. 
Pugilist Sullivan’B physicians say he is 
out oi danger. 
At the International Exhibition at 
Brussels the Westinghouse air-brake re­ 
ceived the highest prize. 
Two Austrian army officers who as­ 
cended M angart mountain were over­ 
taken by a fog and fell over a precipice. 
One of them was killed. 
At Sydney, N. S. W ., a race for the 
sculling championship between Peter 
Kemp and Edward H anlan, rowed on 
Thursday, was won by Kemp. 
The M argaret Ann mill, at Walker- 
ville, Mont., has been destroyed by tire. 
It was owned by Dennis Driscoll, of 
W alkerville, and was valued at $25,000 
no insurance. 
Advices from Suakim state that heavy 
firing between the rebels and British 
continued until m idnight Thursday. 
Deserters report that the rebels suffered 
severely, one shell killing seventeen. 
Sixteen persons perished in a fire at 
Cronstadt, Russia, Thursday. 
The des 
troyed building wa9 a lofty wooden tene­ 
m ent. The stair-ca8e burned away and 
a num ber of the inmates leaped from the 
windows and were mortally hurt. 
At Modesto, G'al., the jury in the case 
of Quong Chung, who Btabbed and killed 
Fred. Olhine, alias Fred. Fisher, at Hills 
Ferry last May, brought in a verdict of 
m urder in the second degree. Sentence 
will be pronounced next Tuesday. 
The fine furniture factory of W ilkins & 
Co., on Lake street, Chicago, burned 
Friday morning. Five bodies of em ­ 
ployees have been recovered from the 
ruins, and it is believed three more are 
still there. The loss on stock is $60,000. 
The Collector of Customs of New York 
has been authorized to suspend action in 
the case of the twenty Mormon children 
detained at that port, until the agents of 
the Mormon Society have had an oppor­ 
tunity to prove that they are not likely 
to become public charges. 
President Cleveland has approved the 
joint resolution appropriating $200,000 to 
suppress infection in inter-state com­ 
merce, the act to continue the provisions 
of existing laws providing temporarily 
for the expenditures of the Government, 
and the act amending the River and 
Harbor bill. 
At Merced, Cal:, George Scott, night 
watchman at the Southern Pacific water 
works, was shot by an unknown man 
early Friday morning. Scott says he saw 
a man wandering around and he told 
him to follow him . The man did so for 
a short distance, when he stopped, drew 
a pistol and fired, the ball striking Scott 
in the abdomen. The man then escaped. 
Scott is in a critical condition. 
The directors of the Olympic Club of 
San Fiancisco, have reinstated Jam es H. 
Faulkner, whose alleged offer to make 
his wrestling bout with Acton a draw, 
Monday night,cau9ed his suspension. The 
grounds for reinstatem ent were that the 
Club does not consider Faulkner a party 
to any fraud or collusion, and that his 
physical condition (he being really ill) 
warranted his withdrawal from the 
matcb. 
Captain J. N. Bloomer and a boat’s 
crew Thursday morning boarded a dis­ 
abled schooner anchored off the bar at 
Chatham, M ass., and found her to be the 
Elma, of St. Johns, with a cargo of lime 
on fire, and a deck load of laths for New 
York. They were stiuck by a storm 
northeast of Cape Cod and hove to. W hen 
within about twenty-five miles of the 
Cape, and before reaching safe water, the 
steward was killed by the dashing cord­ 
age.Miss Mary Campbell Fchofield, daugh­ 
ter of General Schofield, was married to 
Lieut. Avery D. Andrews, of the Fifth 
Artillery, U. S. A., Thursday evening. 
The ceremony took place in the Chapel 
of St. Cornelius, on Governor’s Island. 
Rev. Dr. Dix officiated. 
The bride 
walked up to the chancel rail, leaning on 
her father’s arm . General Schofield was 
in full uniform. Miss Georgia Kilburn, 
of Iowa, was maid of honor. Among 
those present at the reception were 
Generals Sherman and Fitz-John Porter 
and Admiral Cheradi. 
Freezing weather is reported from 
northern M innesota; a killing frost from 
the southern portions of Michigan and 
W isconsin; a light frost in the Northwest 
as far south as southern Missouri. The 
indications are that a severe frost will 
occur this (Saturday) morning in the 
States of the Ohio valley, and light frosts 
in exposed places in the northern por­ 
tions of the Gnlf States and Tennessee;

Opium Shifter Uardner Entangled

C h ic a g o , September 27.—The prelim ­ 
inary hearing in the case of E. A. Gard 
ner, arrested sem e weeks ago for con­ 
spiracy in connection with the custom 
office at Ogdensburg, N. Y., to remove 
confiscated opium from the custom 
house, was begun before United States 
Commissioner Hoyne to-day.

Chronic Bronchitis. 


C hronic B ronchitis is also an inflam m ation of 
ihe m ucous m em brane of bronchial tubes. But 
this form m ore often occurs later in life. When 
a cold settles on th e lungs the disease either 
ends in bronchitis or pneum onia. If ii ends in 
bronchitis it usually passes off as a cold in the 
chest, and still th e patien t does not feel en tire­ 
ly well. He feels tired and languid, and is in ­ 
capable of taking h is usual am ount of exercise, 
and experiences a shortness of breath, with 
m ore or less w arm th in the palm s of his hands. 
Soon after this a congh appears, accom panied 
by an expectoration of th ick mucus, followed 
by a hectic flush, loss of flesh and strength, and 
night sweats continue, when the patient as­ 
sum es all th e appearance of having a genuine 
case of consum ption.

Oftentimes 
streaks of blood m ake their appearance in the 
m nens, and at tim es there is a disagreeable 
sm ell. Persons th u s afflicted are very liable to 
take cold, at w hich tim es tbe mucuB becomes 
clear and frothy, and it is not uncom m only the 
m at th e p atien t dies in one of these attacks 


Humid Bronchitis 


(Fiom humere, to be m oist) Is so called from the 
profuse q u an tity of watery secretions which 
com es from th e a ir passages of the lungs. At 
tim es it becom es ropy like the w hite of an egg.
